Three of the members thought 
that this regulation should not apply 
to the mechanician, while the other 
three insisted that it should, the gist of 
the matter being that one of the can- 
didates was slightly below this estab- 
lished minimum of height. 


A motion to suspend the rule as far 


as it referred to the mechanician was 
lost on a tie vote, three to three, and il 
was thenordered that the physical ex- 
amination of the candidates should be 
conducted at the Y. M. C. A. gym n as 
ium on Wednesday, afternoon. 


During the discussion of the matter 


some of the aldermen evidenced stronj 
fe'eling on the subject.

was made toclcct a mechanician for the 
fire department, but without success, 
although the board was engaged in ex- 
ecutive session over the matter for a 
long time.

smooth and easy riding for all kinds of 
vehicles, and is not excessively slippery 
at present. 
The elimination of the 


faulty grades that have long existed on 
the street has reduced the danger from 
slipping and skidding very materially, 
but how it will work out after it is 
thoroughly clear of sand remains to be 
seen. There is also a question as to its 
serviceability under winter conditions 
of ice and snow. 
But the most impor- 


tant question is that of wearing ability. 
It seems, though, an if it should hot be 
a very extensive nor expensive job to 
replace the top pavement of wooden 
blocks if they show much wear after a 
number of years of service. 
The con- 


crete foundation should not wear any, 
and as the blocks are not bound to- 
gether, itought to be easy to. take 
them up and replace them with new 
ones.

'si Fraternity house in New York last 
aturday afternoon, his body being 
ound by a friend to whom he had sent 
letter giving indication of his inten- 
ions. Life had been extinct for some 
ime. 
Mr. Claude S. Gould, an attorney and 
lose friend of Mr. Desser, received a 
pedal delivery letter Saturday after- 
noon from Mr. Desser, and in conse- 
[uence of the startling nature of it, he 
lurried to the Fraternity House on 
Riverside Drive. In company with one 
of the stewards, he entered the house 
and found the body of Mr. Dresser on 
,he floor of the library, with a revolver 
close at hand. A physician was quickly 
summoned but he said that life had 
ceased some two hours before.

There is need of many things in our

for the month of April shows

The papers have been full of 
the reports of enormous contracts for 
war munitions accepted or rejected. 
These may bo true. But if they are, 
comparatively few of the contracts 
have been filled. The exports for April 
were valued at $161,122,890, or sn in- 
crease of $.105,225,977 over the exports 
for April, 1914. Using round figures, 
the increased value of exports was dis-

About 100 dentists practice In Priigue.

CORK TREES OF SPAIN. 


How They Are Stripped of Their Bark 


nt Ten Year Intervale. 


An Important Industry In Rpaln Is 


tho cultivation of cork trees. This tree 
Is an 0.1k -which grows best in the poor- 
est soil. It cnnnot endure frost and 
must have sea air and also some alti- 
tude. It Is found all along the coast of 
Spain, the northern coast of Africa and 
the northern shores of tho Mediterra- 
nean. 


Tlicro arc two barks, the outer of 


which Is stripped for use. Tho cork Is 
valuable according as It la soft and 
velvety. When the sapling has reach- 
ed tho ngo of ten years It Is stripped of 
Us outer bark for two feet from the 
ground. Tlio live will then bo about 
flvo Inches in diameter mid about six 
feet up to the branches. This stripping 
Is worthless. The Inner bark appear* 
blood red, and If It is split or Injured 
the treo dies. 


When eight or ten ye;irs more have 


elapsed tho outer bark has again grown, 
OM4 Hieu Ui<l Ucfl fs shipped four feet 
from the roots'. This 'strlnpfag 1$ verr 
coarse and Is used to make flouts for' 
flsh nets. Every ten years thereafter 
the hiirk Is stripped, each year two feet 
higher up, until the tree Is forty or 
fifty years old, when It Is in its prime, 
and may then be stripped every ten 
years from the ground to the branches. 
—Exchange.

One of the Secret Service Methodi li 


the Uieof Pin Hold, 


lu their surveillance und apprehen- 


sion of suspected persons government 
secret service officers often llnd It nec- 
essary to "mark the money" handled 
by such persons. There uiu viiriom 
methods of so marking Ihe nullouul 
currency, ono of tho most novel of 
which Is the pinprick. 


The note to be marked ts, «ny, (ho 


five dollar silver certificate bearing ilia 
vignette of an Indian chief lu his full 
regalia of feathers and trappings and 
presenting a full face view, - With tho 
eld of a pin the secret service man 
makes two punctures In tho bill direct- 
ly In tho pupils of tho Indlau'a eyes. 
To the casual nnd sometimes ereu 
critical Inspector of tho note these pin- 
pricks ore. Invisible. If raised to the 
light, however, the bill will distinctly 
reveal them. 


Tho markings are complicated ly the 


following process: The pin point Is ap- 
plied lu the Iwlut of the large figure 
0 at the two upper corners of the note. 
These tiny twists do not appear In the 
"necks" of Ihe two figures B that are 
at both ends of tho bottom of tho note. 
Tlio uoto Is now pierced agnln, thlatlino 
In tho ends of tho scrolls on each utilo 
of the word flvo in the lower center of 
tho bill. 
The marking Is now com- 


plete. In secret it Is exhibited to ono 
ur moro persons for purposes of Identi- 
fication nnd Is I lien placed lu tho till or 
money drawer lo which the suspected 
person has access. 


It \t said tlmt tho pinpricks will re- 


innln perfect for nomo tlmo.. When 
such bllln nro produced in court end 
their marking Is explained under oath 
conviction U practically certain.—Ev- 
ery Week.
